Tweedledee Twaddles Again

It was bound to happen. Gallano, better known as Tweedledee 
over at the Advertiser, just couldn’t let an election come and go 
without pulling one of his dirty tricks. 

He delayed the publishing dates of his Advertiser until he 
thought there would be no chance for anyone to yell “dirty trick” 
and then, furtive little thing that he is, he thought he’d show with 
his coup d’etat. 

The worst move he made was to get Tweedledum — a.k.a. town 
treasurer, data processing supervisor, tax collector, negotiator — 
into the act. 

Remember the two f-u-n-n-y little guys who danced to their own 
tunes? Well, we want to turn the mirror so that residents of this 
town can look not “Through The Looking Glass” but zero in and 
look straight into what Gallano tried to do. 

In his attack on “Wallie” Moreno, a candidate for Councilor- 
At-Large in Tuesday’s election, Gallano brought his own brother 
into the muckraking. That, of course, proves our point: 
Tweedledee-Gallano has a price on everything, even his brother. 

In a “prior restraint” kind of move Gallano tried to explain 
away information he was afraid might come to the notice of the 
community at large. He alluded to “information relayed” to him 
which he parenthetically referred to as an auditor’s report that 
might put his brother in a bad light. 

A real editor does not rely solely on information relayed to him 
if he really wants the citizens of the town to know the truth. He gets 
out and looks for the facts. 

What Gallano was trying to pull off — even though he was 
unsuccessful — was an old ploy that’s as old as politics, and that’s 
pretty old. We can remember it as far back as FDR’s time. Back 
then it was known as the “Fala” speech. Then “Tricky Dick” gave 
it the ole’ rah-rah and changed the name to the “Checkers” speech. 
Now Gallano tries to polish it up and use it as “they’re black¬ 
mailing my brother” speech. 

But, running true to form, Gallano first had to attack someone. 
He had to attack a candidate in this Tuesday’s election. A can¬ 
didate who would not, Gallano thought, have a chance to refute his 
charges. So he attacked Moreno. 

Since Tweedledee-Gallano couldn’t seem to find — or did not 
want to print — the facts, we’ll print it for him. 

One point: we wish to qualify the information Gallano men¬ 
tioned. Moreno did not come to us waving anything around. We are 
taking the information from a 72 page audit made by the Depart¬ 
ment of Corporations and Taxation, Bureau of Accounts, dated 
September 6, 1973 and signed by Gordon A. McGill, Director of 
Accounts. 

Page 1 of that audit— ” .. . recorded receipts were compared 
with the town treasurer’s books and with the records in the several 
departments collecting money for the town. The recorded 
payments were checked with the treasury warrants and with the. 
town treasurer’s record of cash disbursements. 

Page 2 of that audit — “The treasurer’s cash balance on 
December 31, 1972 was proved by reconciliation of the bank 
balances with statements furnished by the depositories, by 
verification of the certificate of deposit, by examination of the 
savings bank book, and by actual count of the cash in the office 
which disclosed a cash variation of $468.34 in the treasurer’s cash.” 

Page 8 of the audit — “Reconciliation Of Treasurer’s Cash, 
(line 23) “unlocated difference December 31, 1972 468.34.” 

Instead of jawboning about Moreno and stonewalling his own 
dirty tricks, Tweedledee-Gallano should have kept his brother out 
of it and accepted the handwriting on the wall; You can’t have 
reform in town government and still keep that old political machine 
going. One or the other must be dumped... and our bet is that the 
wheels of the Tweedledee-gallano machine couldn’t even be helped 
with more grease. 

But, trying to keep Tweedledee away from a fast buck is like 
pelting a stray dog with dumplings. 
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No Contract With 
Police Study Group

The Citizen has learned that 
no contract exists between 
McCann Associates of Hun¬ 
tington Valley, Pennsylvania, 
the new group recently an¬ 
nounced to perform a study of 
Agawam’s Police Department, 
and the town. 

Sources close to the new 
agreement for the study said, 
“It’s just a verbal agreement, 
nothing in writing at this point.” 

Forbes McCann, head of the 
police study group, will be 
coming to Agawam on 
November 6 for meetings with 
Town Manager James West- 
man, although McCann 
declined to say what would be 
discussed. 

Westman told the Citizen he 
hopes the study will begin in 
November. 

“Their proposal has been 
submitted and accepted, and 
they should start early in 
November,” the manager said. 

Although the manager was 
not clear on what exactly the 
McCann group would study, he 
said, “They’ll give pretty much 
the same service the IACP 
would have.” 

McCann will do the study for 
$12,000, while the IACP called 
for a $ 16,600 contract. 

The IACP - International 
Association of Chiefs of Police, 
firmly rebuked Agawam’s 
request for a study in 
Decemberr 1974, due to a 
refusal by former Police Chief 
R. Kenneth Grady to ink their 
pact, IACP bylaws forbidding 
studies without a police chief’s 
signature, and feelings on the 
part of high-ranking IACP 
officials that Westman at¬ 
tempted to coerce and in¬ 
timidate Grady with threats of 
dismissal if the study was not 
signed. 

Westman declined comment 
on the Citizen’s exclusive story 
concerning the IACP refusal. 

The Citizen had also 
speculated on October 9, based 
on information gleaned from 
town hall, the McCann would be 
tapped for the study. 

Westman said recently that 


McCann “was the only other 
group seriously under con¬ 
sideration for the study.” 

Grady has requested the 
study be performed by the 
Massachusetts Police Science 
Institute in Wellesly, at a cost of 
$15,000. That study would have 
reviewed public attitude, police 
personnel, property, and pr- 
cedure, according to MPSI head 
John Holland. 

Holland told the Citizen that 
Westman may have refused the 
MPSI due to a tiff over a site for 
the police station. 

Also, Grady has received 
information from the 
Massachusetts Police Institute 
in Berlin, Massachusetts, that a 
free study of rules and 
regulations, records keeping, 
and manpower could be 
Agawam’s for the asking. 

The MPI would also do a 
“development of a long-range 
plan for continuing update of 
the Agawam Police Daprtment. 

“We look forward to working 
with you and appreciate your 
interest,” stated a May 22 letter 
from MPI Executive Director 
Joseph Shannon to Grady. 

McCann will review the 
department’s physical stock, 
procedures, policies, and crime 
statistics. Howeverr, more than 
the $12,000 will be needed for a 
review of the records system. 
Westman also said a second 
contract may be needed with 
McCann for the study. 

Wilbraham’s police depart¬ 
ment was studied by McCann in 
a report finished October, 1975. 

According to Selectman 
William Leonard, the study is 
still being reviewed by the 
board and Police Chief Norton 
Brainerd. 

“We’ve had two meetings so 
far and expect two to three 
more before deciding what 
parts of the report to implement 
and how to implement it,” 
Leonard said. The report is a 
complete review of the present 
police procedures, manpower, 
and facilities, plus recom¬ 
mendations for the future. It is 
a one-shot report, and McCann 
has not been hired for a second 
report, although the group may 


return "to make specific 
recommendations,” he added. 

Leonard declined comment 
on the report, saying, “Any 
recommendation should come 
from the whole board.” 


There was some controversy 
in Wilbraham in August when 
Board Chairman John Lovejoy 
released part of the report, only 
to be criticized by Leonard and 
Selectman Donald Bready for 


not waiting for a full board 
review. 

“An outside study is a good 
thing to do, but it has to be 
handled properly since there 
are areas to be benefitted from. 

. r it has to be handled with 
descretion, working with the 
police chief,” Leonard com¬ 
mented. 

“If it’s used for a political 
thing, then nobody will benefit 
from it,” Selectman Leonard 
added.

Town Administration, 
Firefighters Meeting 
Scheduled 


A meeting between the town 
administration and Agawam 
Firefighters Local No. 1973 is 
scheduled for Friday, 
November 7 at 2 p.m. for 
contract negotiations. 

Union President Alfred 
“Junie” Fontana said the union 
will demand the presence of 
Town Manager James West- 
man. 

“The charter designates him 
as negotiator, and we will 
demand he be present so there 
won’t be anything for him to 
misinterpret,” Fontana said. 

Fontana recently scored the 
manager for sending a 
negotiating “team” to talks 
with the firegighters, then 
judging on matters discussed at 
the talks on facts presented by 
the “team.” 

Fontana’s reference to the 
charter is Section 4-3, Powers 
and Duties of the Manager. 
Paragraph J. states, “He shall 
negotiate and may execute 
contracts involving any subject 
within his jurisdiction.” 

Westman has not commented 
on Fontan’s statements. 

In a related matter, the state 
Labor Relations Commission 
has dismissed the unfair labor 
practice charge filed by 
Westman against the 
firefighters. When Westman 
refused to honor a clause in the 
1973 contract calling for 
firefighters to receive the 
“same” pay as policemen while 
a new contract is being 
discussed, the union walked out 
of contract negotions. 

At an October 5 hearing in 
Boston, the firefighters agreed 
to return to the bargaining table 


when the town agreed to with¬ 
draw its filing. 

At an October 24 executive 
session meeting of the Labor 
Relations Commission, the vote 
was unanimous to dismiss the 
case, according to a letter from 
Commission Executive 
Secretary Alfonso D’Apuzzo. 

Firefighters have been 
working without a contract 
since July 1. The 30-month pact 
agreed to in 1973 extended 
provisions of that contact 
through negotions periods for 
the following contract.

Town Council has delayed 
until mid-November a vote on 
two zone changes for Carlo 
Bona vita, doing business as 
Silver Hills Village, Inc., for 
land south of the Silver Street 
and Suffield Street intersection. 

The council will consider a 
change to Residence A-3 zoning 
on November 10, while a change 
at the corner to Business A will 
be on the November 17 agenda. 
The A-3 change would permit 
240 condominiums to be built on 
50 acres of land now slated for 
88 single-family homes, while 
the business change would 
permit a 12,000 square foot, two- 
story professional building. 

The council delay is to allow 
passage or rejection of a new A- 
3 zoning ordinance and off- 
street parking law, slated for 
voting on November 5. 

The vote delaying the 
residence change was 13 to 2, 
with Councilors Nardi and 
Rheault in dissent. The vote 
tabling the business change was 
8 to 7, with Councilors Query, 
Coffey, Theroux, Della- 
Giustina, Kerr, Alvigini, 
Fieldstad, and Colli in favor and 
Councilors Harrington, Gior¬ 
dano, Lockhart, Nardi, 
Rheault, Barnes, and Benjamin 
opposed. The close vote, 
Benjamin explained, was due to 
‘‘no need to delay the business 
change.” 

Hampden County District 
Attorney Matthew Ryan, 
representing Bona vita, said the 
zone change for condominiums 
would benefit the town, ‘‘Since 
you get a $500 per unit tax 
return on them, versus $150 for 
single family homes.” He said 
the only services the town 
would have to supply would be 
police and fire protection, 
adding that increased traffic 
flow in the area “would not be 
dangerous.” 

The business change, which 
would extend the current strip 
containing a fruit stand, would 
“supplement, not duplicate the 
Southgate Plaza”, he added. 
The building would remain “a 
professional building only —- 
Metropolitan Life Insurance 
has indicated a strong desire to 
occupy the entire first floor, 
with possibly eight tenants in 
the whole building.” 

The lone speaker for the 
change was Appeals Board 
nsamhrj: 


village consisting of 60 garden- 
type apartments and 180 
townhouse units, in two 
bedroom and two bedroom plus 
den styles. The name of the 
development would be “Lan¬ 
caster Park.” 

A claim by Atty. Ryan that 
crime rates are lower in urgan- 
style living areas is being 
checked by Wesmtman upon 
the request of Councilor Coffey. 

In other business at the 
council’s October 20 meeting, 
Posnik was asked to investigate 
the possibly conflicting rules 
and regulations of the Planning 
Board.. 

Councilor Nardi said he was 
“concerned with the conflicting 
zoning by laws and subdivision 
laws in effect on January 1, 
1973, when our city charter took 
effect, and the subsequent 
amendments proposed in 
February, 1974, by Mr. Conte, 
and the regulations accepted in 
March, 1974, passed without 
deleting the old ones.” 

The council passed without 
discussion, $12,986.93 for a 
water department bucket 
loader and backhoe, and $5,842 
for a water line tapper. Both 
items are being funded by 
excess monies collected under 
the new water billing system. 

More information had been 
requested on four requests to 
use $98,000 or surplus water tax 
receipts. Westman gave none 
publicly, and gave none in his 
administrative report of Oc¬ 
tober 17, according to Coun¬ 
cilors Kerr and Barnes. 

A request by the Citizen to see 
the administrative report was 
once again denied by town hall 
staff, this time, a secretary in 
the manager’s office. 

He claimed, however, that the 
council deleted those items 
from previous budgets, 
directing him to use water 
surplus funds when they were 
certified. 

The council okayed 14 to 1 


$1500 to enable the school 
committee to travel out of state 
and interview candidates for 
superintendent of schools. 

No money was put in the 
schools out of state travel ac¬ 
count. Councilor Della-Giustina 
was the lone vote against the 


transfer, giving no explanation. 

The council approved a one 
day auctioneer permit for 
Richard Pomeroy, doing 
business in a fireclosure action 
on the Rotz Property, Walnut 
Street. 


WINTER DRIVING

As winter approaches, we are 
once again calling on your help 
in reducing winter driving 
accidents and traffic tie-ups in 
Agawam. 

In the months immediately 
ahead we are faced with the 
added hazards of winter driving 
— inadequate traction and 
reduced visibility. When 
combined with the normal 
hazards of everyday driving, 
these inevitably lead to a sharp 
upsurge in both accidents and 
serious traffic tie-ups. 

And in addition to the 
resutling personal suffering and 
inconvenience, each accident 


and each traffic tie-up hampers 
the movement of emergency 
vehicles of all types — police, 
fire.and ambulance — which 
could lead to even more serious 
consequences. 

With few exceptions, these 
accidents and tie-ups could be 
avoided if drivers followed a 
few common-sense rules 
developed by the National 
Safety Council’s Committee on 
Winter Driving Hazards. We 
are calling on your help, 
therefore, in using the attached 
short reminders based on the 
Council’s recommendations. 

By using these items on a 
regular basis, you will be 
making an important con¬ 
tribution toward safer winter 
driving in Agawam.

November 4 will mark the 
third time under the new form 
of government the voters of 
Agawam will go to the polls to 
elect their representatives and 
it also marks, for the third time, 
the day when some toWn em¬ 
ployees hold their breath in 
concerned anticipation to see if 
Andrew Gallano once again has 
successfully deceived the 
voters of Agawam.

Sausville disagreed on 
several points, but stressed 
“With two stories of fill there 
and two story buildings, you’ll 
have people looking right down 
on the homes on Adams Street, 
violating their privacy.” He 
also urged the council to 
declare a moratorium on 
apartment building. 

The council called it quite to 
discussing Silver Hill Village 
after Town Solicitor Jay Posnik 
changed hus decision on when 
laws applied to a development. 
He first said that laws in effect 
when the building permit was 
taken out governed a 
development, but after con¬ 
ferring with Building Inspector. 
Joseph Conte, said laws ad¬ 
vertised when a zone change is 
voted govern a development, if 
the laws are passed. 

Councilor Theroux asked for 
Posnik’s opinion, but curtailed 
discussion of it when Alvigini 
asked consideration “ on its 
merits, not impedements, 
imposed later.”

Should the zone changes be 
granted, work will begin on the 
professional building by 
January, Bonavita told the 
Citizen.

Perhaps a little too late, Town 
Manager James Westman 
recently reviewed with nine 
councilors his defeated 
reorganization plan. 

A workshop session scheduled 
for 8 p.m. on October 23 did not 
get under way until 8:45 when a 
quorum was finally formed. 
Councilors Fieldstad, Ban- 
jamin, Coffey, Kerr, Theroux, 
Harrington, Query, Colli, and 
Alvigini were present. 

The session lasted until 10:30 
p.m. and the sharpest criticism 
of the plan came from Alvigini 
at the very end of the meeting. 

The councilor-at-large called 
the plan “a series of mini¬ 
managers,” telling the 
manager, “You alone are the 
financial director,” adding he 
felt one assistant manager 
could do the job better than four 
agency heads. 

“The more I get into this, the 
less I can support it,” Alvigini 
added. 

Between the opening of the 
meeting and Alvigini’s 
remarks, the manager ex¬ 
plained why he favored his 
plan, and fielded many specific 
questions from the council. 

Westman called the meeting, 
which, although open to the 
public, was not posted on the 
town hall bulletin board, 
because, “I thought the plan 
was good ... I don’t think its 
rejection was disastrous, but we 
have to have reorganization and 
relatively soon to make our 
ability to deliver services ef¬ 
ficient and effective,” 

Westman said the plan was 
similar to the federal cabinet 
system, and would allow “a 
better chance for information to 
come up from the bottom” of 
each department “as well as for
